Riotous  Patriotism. 

I  he  annual  den\f  nstratlon  for  and 
against  the  ringing  of  the  hell  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  church  catne  off  at  about 
midnight  on  the  3d  inst.,  and  proved  to 

quite  a  serious  affair  for  all  coucerned. 
Mr.  H  ■  M.  Barrett  had  made  Arrange¬ 
ment*  through  Sexton  Griffin  to  prevent, 
if  possible,  any  j»erson  from  euterlng  the 
■  Lurch,  or  if  entranoe  whh  effected,  to 
render  it Impossible  tn'ring  the  bell,  by 
removing  the  iojhj.  locking  up  the  belfry, 
etc.  Anthony  kiigler  wa*  also  employed 
r..  lie  up  all  night,  on  guard  at  the  church. 
At  iii»'Ut  luhlnight  he  waa  met  by  aoroird 
•  >f  alM'itt  twenty  young  men  and  toys  of 
all  sorts,  ami  some  of  them  under  tn  e  In- 
Mu.-  e  of  ll«|Uor  which  they  had  with  them 
in  bellies.  .  . 

Tie-y  endeavored  to  intimidate  Sigler, 
hut  tie  proved  to  he  of  pretty  good  stuff, 
ami  kept  them  from  getting  in  at  first. 
N->iue  one,  however,  went  around  iu  the 
reur,  trvii.gtbe  windows,  and  found  one 
that  had  been  left  unfastesed.  He 
i-liufhed  in.  lighted  the  gas.  and  going  to 
the  front,  unfastened  a  door,  and  then 
most  of  the  mob  got  in.  ‘'Ton^"  as  Mr. 
Sigler  is  called,  made  fight  against  them, 
using  a '•tout  stick  with  good  effect.  He 
was  overpowered  at  length,  and  held  down 
hut  no  conld  get  within  reach  of  the  bell. 
The  noise  of  firing  off  pistols  etc.,  about 
the  church  brought  Mr.  Barrett  from  his 
house  to  assist  in  repelliug  the  crowd, 
and  in  doing  so  he  was  severely  pounded 
and  his  life  threatened.  The  names  of 
some  of  the  mob  baa  e  been  taken,  and 
threats  of  arrest  and  indictment  mads. 

As  t he  trustees*  of  the  church  are  not 
only  willing,  but  had  made  arrangements 
to  have  the  bell  of  the  church  rung  at  six 
o  dock  iu  the  morniag  and  at  sunset,  there 
seems  to  be  no  excuse  for  such  a  disturb¬ 
ance  as  took  place  in  the  early  hours  of 
the.  4th.  As  onf&  citizen  has  remarked, 
let  the  hell  he  rung  as  a  time-honored 
custom,  but  let  a  stop  be  putto  these  an¬ 
nual  scrimmages  over  it."  A  good  idea 
might  he  to  have  a  special  police  employed 
and  sworn  in  for  duty  on  the  night  of  July 
3d,  to  protect  our  churches  from  desecra¬ 
tion,  and  Insure  valiaut  private  citizens 
from  getting  thumped  about  by  these 
rowdy  celebrators.  As  for  these,  if  a  few 
of  tbera.  however  well  connected,  had  been 
forced  to  spend  their  Fourth  In  the  County 
Jail,  it  would  probably  have  given  them  a 
no- led  lesson,  that  patriotism  and  liberty 
does  not  properly  consist  of  such  acts  as 
they  were  engaged  in,  on  the  morning  of 
the  1th.

Free  Firecrackers. 

The  announcement  made  through  Ths 
Citizen,  that  fire  crackers  would  be  free¬ 
ly  distributed  at  the  Truck  House  on  the 
morning  of  the  Fourth,  evidently  serious¬ 
ly  Interfered  with  the  slumbers  of  a  num¬ 
ber  of  juvenile  citizens.  It  was  but  little 
after  five  A.  M.  when  a  reporter  for  The 
Citizen  went  around  to  ths  Truck  House 
to  see  the  fun.'  He  found  Mr.  F.G. Tower, 
J.  Zabriskie,  and  T.  E.  Hayes  already 
present  and  surrounded  by  a  numerous 
throng  of  children  of  various  sizes  §nd 
colors,  among  them  &  few  little  girls.  To 
create  a  little  amusement  and  interest  the 
boys  until  the  time  set  for  distribution 
should  arrive,  some  very  large  fire  crack¬ 
ers  were  throws  among  the  crowd,  to  be 
scrambled  for.  A  lively  tussle  ensued. 
Iu  their  capacity  to  push,  butt  and  roll, 
the  colored  boys  excelled  their  white 
brothers.  All  propensities  to  serious 
punching  (of  which  slight  manifestations 
were  made)  were  promptly  checked.  A 
series  of  races  were  run  by  the  different 
sized  boys,  the  winners  being  rewarded  by 
packs  of  fire  crackers.  An  attempt  wade 
by  Mr.  Tower  to  bomb  things  was  uot 
productive  of  anticipated  results.  At  the 
appointed  hour  about  100  children  were 
marshalled  into  line,  the  girls  At  the  head 
Messrs.  Tower  and  Zabriskie  distributed 
the  fire  crackers  as  they  marched  past, 
while  Mr.  Hayes  took  a  position  at  the 
foot  of  the  line  to  l«»ok  out  foi  repeaters. 
Two  packs  of  small  crackers,  1  large  one 
and  a  stick  of  punk  were  given  to  each 
applicant.  A  great  many  more  came  at  a 
later  hour  and  were  also  served. 


Bloomfield  fireman  were  deserving  of  great 
credit  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
they  performed  their  woVk. 

— On  the  morning  «»f  July  4th  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  Stephen  Valentine  near  the  Old 
Road,  in  Hay  Lane,  was  burned  down. 
By  the  assistance  of  the  ueighlMirs  consid¬ 
erable  of  the  furniture  nos  saved.  The 
Montclair  Fire  Depart  'tent  appeared  at 
the  scene  of  the  fire,  .but  accomplished 
little.  A  prominent  citizen  of  that  place 
thus  de»cril>eH  the  workings  of  the  De¬ 
partment :  ‘The  position  of  the  pumps 
was  changed  four  times  before  comment* 
ing  work.  The  simple  knowledge  of  how 
to  connect  a  section  of  hose  was  so  want¬ 
ing  that  they  could  not  get  water  until  the 
crowd  poiuted  out  the  defect.  In  the 
meantime  the  house,v[bich  took  fire  on 
the  root,  completely  turned  down.  Men, 
women  and  small  Boys  all  hooted  and 
laughed  at  the  lack  of  discipline  and  skill 
displayed  by  the  Department."  They  will 
perhaps  do  better  next  time.
